The  Town  is  served  by  the  1 ontypool  Gas  and  l/ater  Company  v;ith 
a piped  supply  to  all  houses  with  the  exception  of  6 houses  v/hich 
are  served  by  v/elLs, 

Notices  for  the  provision  of  a supply  of  water  in  pipes  were 
served  upon  the  ov;nors  of  three  houses  but  appeals  to  the"  Justices 
disallov;od  the  requirements  of  the  Notices, 

Four  samples  from  the  m.ains  supply  of  water  were  taken  during 
the  year  and  all  were  found  to  bo  satisfactory.  Slight  over- 
chlorination  was  expei-iencod  at  infrequent  periods. 

The  water  has  no  plumb o-solvont  action  and  has  a pH  of  7, 

The  wa  s no  restriction  of  supply  during  the  year  save  that  v/hich 
was  temporarily  necessary  for  repair  and  maintenance  of  mains. 

There  is  no  supply  from  standpipes  in  the  town, 

SET  AGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  majority  of  houses  in  t}'ic  area  arc  connected  to  the  main 
SGV7age  disposal  v7orks  - a settling  tank  with  effluent  discharging 
by  means  cf  soakaway  inbo  the  River  TJsk.  The  system  is  antiquated 
and  in  urgent  need  of  ’'lodcrnisation.  The  Council  have  put  far'v;ard 
a scheme  for  a now  sev/or  and  sev/age.  disposal  works  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  scheme  w'ill  be  nrocecdod  v/ith  in.  the  near  future, 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

^Refuse  is  collected  at  weekly  intervals  and  is  disposed  cf  at 
a suitable  site  outside  t}ie  tov;n.  The  tip  is  inspected  at  intervals 
for  nuisance  and  rat  infestation. 

IITFESTATION. 


The  town  is  frequently  inspected  and  appropriate  action  taken 
where  infestations  ocrur.

The  housing  shortage  in  comnon  with  the  rest  of  tho  count r;/  is 
acute  and  there  are  a few  cases  of  unavoidable  overcrowding,  Thore 
are  a nunber  of .houses  i n tho  town  which  do  not  conform  with  modern 
standards  of  hygieno  and  comfort  but  there  are  no  ’slums*  in  the 
acceptod  sense  of  the  word. 


Tho  children  of  the  town  ar.o  ]'oalthy  and  well  cared  for  , A canteen 
for  hot  school  dinners,  is  long  ovor(h;io,  but  tho  Education  Authority 
is  now  taking  'the  appropriate  stops  for  the  provision  of  such  cantoen.

HOUSING  RSPA  IRS . 


Whilst  tho  supply  of  materials  improved  during  the  latter  part 
of  tho  year  the  position  regarding  the  supply  of  labour  gradually 
deteriorated  due  to  men  being  attracted  to  better  paid  work  in  the 
erection  of  factories  in  the  surrounding  area.  As  a consequence 
to  the  difficulties  exporionood  only  the  most  urgent  of  v/orks  v^ore 
dealt  with# 


POST  v;ar  housing. 

After  long  and  tedious  preliminaries  t’C-rk  was  conmencod  upon  • 
tho  first  twelve  of  tho  74  houses  which  tho  Council  propose  to 
erect  upon  the  Monmouth  Road  Housing  Site,  The  completion  of  this 
sito  should  ovoroomo  ail  tho  difficulties  which  are  now  being 
Gxper ionced , 

CAMPING  GR0LW>S . 

The  one  caravan  which  was  stationed  in  the  district  for  a short 
period  was  romoved  aftor  tho  sorvice  of  Notico  upon  the  Owner, 

The  only  ground  nov;  used  is  tho  Market  Ground  which  is  used  in 
connection  with  the  Trinity  Pair,  Water  supply  and  sanitary 
accomodation  for  the  fair  ground  personnel  is  most  satisfactory. 


SCHOOLS . 


The  sanitation  and  wator  supplies  of  tho  schools  are  satisfactor 
and  the  only  defect  that  occurred  was  promptly  remedied,  Tho 
Schools  are  visited  periodically  and  the  sanitary  convoniencos  are 
found  to  bo  kopt  in  a ss-t isf ac tory  condition, 

WATER  SUPPLY, 

Tho  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  public  mains  during  the 
year  v/oro  all  found  to  be  ratief  act  ory , There  v/as,  however,  a 
tendency  for  tho  water  to  bo  slightly  over -chlorina tod  at  infrequent 
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porioas.  In  cacL  instance  the  '/atcr  Company  attention  Vfo.s 
drawn  to  the  dofoct, 

FTci  lees  ■.  for  the  provision  of  a supply  of  v;ater  in  pipes  wore 
sorve^  upon  the  owners  of  three  houses  but  appeals  to  the  Court
